Nimitz Tells Fleet How to Get Best 
Out of Men Without Getting Tough 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 23 (AP). 
—Admiral. Chester W. Nimitz, the 
head man of America’s slugging 
Pacific Fleet, knows how to spice 
his advice with a little whimsy. 

The Twelfth Naval District said 
today it had a copy of an order 
from the Admiral to his men, en- 
titled “Memorandum From King 
Neptune to Destroyer Screen,” and 
signed “Davy Jones, by direction, 
Cc. W. Nimitz.” 

“On this occasion of your Nth 
crossing of the equator,” it said, 
“I want to wish all hands a round 
trip. To achieve a successful round 
trip may not be easy. From what 
I read in the papers, I believe the 
area where you are going is lousy 
with Jap submarines and small 
torpedo boats, in addition to a bat- 
tleship or cruiser here and there. 

“These little fellows have done 
and will do their dirty work at, 
night. The only offense against 
them is prayer and you. The big 
ships will do the praying, which 
leaves you to do the work.

Seven Divisions “Routed.” 


Seven enemy divisions, including 
one tank division, perhaps 100,000 
to 125,000 men, were reported “com- 
pletely routed” and heavy losses 
were said to have been inflicted 
on seven infantry divisions, two 
tank and two motorized infantry 
divisions, whose strength could to- 
tal 150,000 men. 

News of this surprise blow fol- 
lowed an announcement iast 
week of another major victory 
in which.

Bombers of the Tenth VU. 8, Air 
Force began the actions Friday 
night, dropping tons of bombs on 
railroad yards, repair shops and a 
big warehouse at Mandalay.

5-DAY REVOLT IN JAPANESE 
CENTER IN ARIZONA QUELLED 


PARKER, Ariz., Nov. 23 (AP).— 
A five-day rebellion at the Poston 
Japanese relocation center which 
followed jailing of two men on 
charges of assault to kill was 
ended today by military police. 

W. Wade Head, superintendent 
of the camp—largest of the ceén- 
ters to which West coast Japanese 
were evacuated—said the group 
flew banners bearing Japanese 
characters last night and played

_ Russians Keep Up Pressure. 


In aggressive motion on a wide 
stretch of the long front Russian 
troops were credited today wittf 
killing some 1600 enemy soldiers 
within Stalingrad and on the Nal- 
chik (Central Caucasus), Lenin- 
grad and Northwestern fronts in 
addition to those killed in the Sta- 
lingrad offensive, 

Two companies of Germans were 
wiped out in the factory area of 
Stalingrad when the Russians 
mashed two attacks, the midday 
communique gaid. 

Along the route of the two- 
pronged drive two German storm 
battalions were reported routed 
northwest of Stalingrad and much 
material captured. 

“South of Stalingrad,” the com- 
munique said, “our troops continue 
to advance, inflicting heavy losses 
on the enemy. About 600 German 
officers and men were wiped out 
and 40 guns and 70 machine guns 
were captured.” 

Russian artillery, it was report- 
ed, destroyed seven enemy strong 
points in the Nalchik area and dis- 
persed two companies of: infantry. 

On the northwestern front, Red 
army troops took a fortified point 
from the Germans and killed about 
400 soldiers while at Leningrad 
enipers killed 400 more in two days 
of fighting, the communique said,

The main Russian attack, how- 
ever, was being delivered where the 
Russians have suffered most this 
year, on the plains outside Stalin- 
grad, 

The special Soviet communique, 
covering the first three days of 
the offensive, said 14,000 Germans 
were killed and 13,000 captured as 
Marshal Timoshenko’s forces 
smashed the enemy lines ina drive 
reminiscent of the Red Army win- 
ter offensive which recaptured 
Rostoy last year only to lose it 
again this summer, 

The Russians were still sorting 
and counting the material captured 
in the swift advance, but it was 
announced that 360 field gung and 
many machine _ guns, mortars, 
rifles, trucks and other equipment 
had been taken, 

“The avenging hour has struck

ARE ON OFFENSIVE 


BERLIN (from German broad- 
casts), Nov. 23 (AP).—The Ger- 
man high command admitted to- 


day that Nazi and Rumanian 
forces were fighting “heavy de- 
fensive battles” south of Stalin- 
grad and in the great loop of the 
Don west of the city. 

“German and Rumanian troops 
are collaborating with strong 
forces of close-range aircraft in 
order to ward off the Soviets,” the 
communique said.

CAPTOR OF GEN, VON THOMA 
~ GIVES DETAILS OF INCIDENT 


LONDON, Nov. 23 (AP).-—Gen. 
Ritter von Thoma, former com- 
mander of the German Afrika 


war in Britain, leaped out of his 
damaged tank, hid in a slit trench 
and gave himself up when British 
soldiers approached, a War Office 
statement said today. 

Von Thoma was taken early this 
month when the British Eighth 
Army broke Marshal Erwin Rom- 
mel’s El Alamein line in Egypt. 
The official statement gave this 
eyewitness account, quoting a 24 
year-old troop leader of the Tenth 
Hussars, whose name was not 
given: 

“One of our officers was on 
reconnaissance in a scout car 
when it was pierced by a 50-milli- 
meter shell from a German tank. 
He came over to my tank, which 
was nearby, climbed on the back 
and gaid, ‘Get that chap who hit 
me,’ 

“I opened up with my'gun and 
succeeded in hitting the German 
tank, which was a Mark-3. The 
crew bailed out and one hid in a 
slit trench. When we went for- 
ward he emerged and gave him- 
self up. 

“It turned out he was Gen. yon 
Thoma. He was taken away by 
the other officer in his scout car, 
which still was in action despite 
being holed, 

“Gen. von Thoma apparently 
was on reconnaissance. There 
were no German or Italian tanks 
close, the only other. enemy ve- 
hicle near being a _ half-tracked

Ellis Gibbs Arnal, who did the 
“impossible” by defeating Eugene 
Talmadge for the governorship of 
Georgia this fall, attributes his 
victory, in a great measure, to a 
strong right arm, he told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today. 

Arnall, in St. Louis with Mrs. 
Arnall to attend the convention 
of the National Association of At- 
torneys General, said he entered 
the governorship race with the 
idea that he must shake the 
hand of every man, woman and 
child in Georgia. “And I just 
about did it, too,” he smiled. There 
are more than three million people 
in Georgia. 

His handshaking was almost 
disastrous on one or two occasions, 
“When I opened my campaign last 
July 4,” Arnall recalled, “I guess I 
shook the hands of 20,000 people 
before I got tip to speak. During’ 
the first of my speech I doubled 
up my fist to make a gesture, and 
I couldn’t get my fingers un- 
clenched.

LONDON,: Nov. 23 (AP). — A 
series of roundabout and uncon- 
firmed reports from the Continent 
and the Near East said today that 
Adolf Hitler had sent 60,000 “tour- 
ists” and squads of Gestapo agents

The British 
agency went on to say that Musso-- 
lini quarreled violently with Ciano.

the initiative in the matter if the 
Treasury and other agencies are 
not ready with a program shortly 
after the first of the year. 

“We have got to have compul- 
sory loans to help finance the war 
and to guard against inflation and 
the sooner we get started on the 
problem, the better,” George told 
interviewers. 

There have been indications that 
James F. Byrnes, economic direc- 
tor, has taken a leading part in

10 per cent and converting it into 
a savings device by giving the 
taxpayer bonds cashable after the 
war for the amount he pays. Thus 
the citizen would be forced to in- 
vest 10 per cent of all income over 
$12 a week in bonds.

The excite- 
ment, which started when the 
Boise was assigned with other 
ships to intercept the Japanese 
armada, had died by the time the 
enemy was encountered, he said, 
and “every man did what he had 
been taught to do and everything 
went along swell.” 

Brengle, who is believed to be 
the first St. Louis member of the 
Boise crew to arrive home on fur- 
lough, explained that his job dur- 
ing the battle was handling shells 
in a gun turret. A close friend of 
his was killed in another section 
of the.turret during the action.

LONDON, Nov. 23 (AP). — Sir 
Stafford Cripps, regarded as the 
No. 2 man in the British Govern- 
ment a few months ago, dropped 
from the war cabinet today to 
become Minister of Aircraft Pro- 
duction at me Minister Church- 
ill’s behest. 

For some time, British political 
observers said, there had been re- 
ports that Cripps had failed to 
see eye to eye with his fellow 
cabinet members. They asserted 
also that in his position as leader 
of the House of Commons he had 
been unhappy and unpopular with 
some members. : 

Churchill, however, in asking 
Cripps to take the Ministry of Air- 
craft Production, said his proposal 
was “conceived solely to meet a 
most serious war need.” 

It was on questions of post- 
war social and economic reforms 
that Cripps was reported to have 
disagreed with his colleagues in 
the war cabinet. 


“The withdrawal from the war 
cabinet of a Minister peculiarly 
identified in the public mind with 
these claims upon the future will 
increase, rather than relax, the 
public demand for decisions which 
are needed if a peace policy is to 
be ready for launching when the 
tide is at the full...” 

On the whole, Britain was too 
busy with war offensives around 
the globe to argue politics, and 
took the Cripps come-down calnily. 
Afternoon newspapers did not 
mention the cabinet shift on their 
main news pages, and devoted 
their editorials ot “The Turning 
Tide,”. “Stalingrad,” “The Red 
Army” and other phases of United 
Nations’ activities. . 

Since Cripps was Lord Privy 
Seal, leader of Commons and mem- 
ber of the war cabinet, his change 
occasioned a reshuffle of posts 
and duties.

If Rommel has split his forces, it 
was presumed here that he had 
dispatched some armored units 
from Tripoli, either overland or by 
sea, to Gabes or Sfax on the east 
Tunisian coast. 

Both lie south and southeast of 
the routes of the main Allied forces 
driving eastward from Algeria, but 
pro-Allied French forces have been 
reported in control along most of 
the coast, and, according to French 
North African broadcasts some 
British and American forces had 
joined these French Allies.

But you will want to make the 
meal satisfying and attractive 
enough to carry the theme note of 
the day and, as far as you can, 
feature at least some of the tra- 
ditional Thanksgiving day dishes. 

This year there’s the added rea- 
son for building your dinner 
around a turkey or some other 
tasty bird. Using poultry helps to 
spare the meat—the kind of ‘meat 
that can be shipped to the boys at 
the front and to our allies. And 
if you cook the Thanksgiving bird 
the modern way, with the heat 
moderate most of the time, you will 
spare the bird, too. That is, you 
will not shrink and dry out the 
bird and you will have more and 
juicier meat to serve. 

The turkey supply looks bright. 
It is expected to be a little larger 
than last year and only a little less 
than the record year of 1940. There 
will be ample supply of roasting 
chickens, too, as many as last year, 
and perhaps more. And young 
duck, guinea, and goose, wherd 
available, are still other roasting 
possibilities. 


A Favorite. 


Roasting is a time-honored way 
of serving up the Thanksgiving 
bird, and justly so. Roast fowl 
looks good and tastes good. And 
this year, again the meat-sharing 
thought, the stuffing does its bit 
nobly by stretching the good poul- 
try flavor, so that the bird goes 
farther in use. 

Roasting calls for a young bird, 
preferably one well-fattened. If 
that type of bird is out of reach, 
consider an older hen in a crusty 
pie, maybe with vegetables to 
spread the chicken flavor farther. 
It takes cooking in water and 
— to make the older bird ten- 
er. 

If it’s to be roast fowl, allow 
about three-fourths to one pound— 
—dressed weight—for each person 
to be served, unless the bird is fat 
goose or duck. In that case, you 
will need one to one and one-half 
pounds for each person. 


Next comes fixing your bird for 


the oven. Pull out pin feathers. 
Singe off the hairs quickly over a 
flame. Then cut off head and feet, 
and scrub the bird: with a wet cloth 
and a little corn meal, Rinse thor- 
oughly and wipe dry. Cut off the 
oil sac on the top of the tail. Save

When ready for roasting, sprin- 
kle the bird inside with salt and 
fill the body cavity’with stuffing. 
Don’t pack the stuffing too tight, 
because it needs room to expand. 

To hold in the stuffing at the 
tail of a turkey or chicken, you 
can use the heel of a loaf of bread. 
Tuck the legs under the band of 
skin and sew with soft white twine, 
or tie the legs close to the body. 
Put some stuffing in the loose 
skin at base of neck. And fold the 
skin toward the back, fastening it 
with a skewer or stitches. 

Fold the wing tips back on 
wings, or cut off the tips and tie 
wings close to the body. It’s best 
not to run string across the breast 
—it leaves marks on the surface. 
Last of all, just before you pop the 
aij bird in the oven, rub it with fat, 
sprinkle with salt, and dust lightly 


with flour too, if you like.

SURRENDER OF REPUBLICAN

Under White Flag. 

The, people ahead were natives. 
One of them held up a white flag. 
They grinned and laughed when 
we drove up and absent-mindedly 
gave the Fascist salute in greeting. 

“Hey, eut that out,” the officer 
in the leading jeep shouted and 
made the V sign with his fingers. 

The natives caught on and shout- 
ed in glee. 

“Italiani, Germani?” we asked 
them, indicating the town. 

“La, la,” the Senussi answered, 
shaking their heads negatively. 
Then a youth on a bicycle: ex- 
plained: that there were 20-odd 
Italians and Germans at the po- 
lice station. 

“Come on, lead the’ way,” said 
the British officer, and the native 
boys picked up the refrain, “Come 
on, come on,” and laughed, 

The youth on the bicycle pedaled 
into town with our jeeps followin;. 
Older natives were standing arouné 
on each side of the main street. 
There wasn’t an Italian in sight. 
On the town tower a white flag 
was flying at half mast. The youth 
on the bicycle finally stopped be- 
fore a building marked “Carabi- 
nieri Reali.” 


Twenty Surrender. 

When we piled out of the jeeps 
with our tommy guns and pistols, 
the Italians and Germans wasted 
no time in filing out of the build- 
ing with their hands up. Twenty 
came out, of which two were Ger- 
mans, 

The army photographers proceed- 
ed to. line up the prisoners to take 
their picture when four more Ital- 
ians erupted from a room on the 
other side of the building, looking 
as if they were afraid of missing 
something. 

One of the Germans was a young 
fellow of 24 clad in Italian uni- 
form. He spoke English and ex- 
plained he had been evacuated 
from Tobruk by a ship which was 
attacked by .Allied planes. He 
jumped overboard, lost his clothes 
and swam ashore, eventually mak- 
ing his way to Barce. 

The other troops had been evac- 
uated and these fellows were 
stranded and decided to stick to- 
gether in the police station for 
safety, in case the Senussi should 
get nasty, and await the arrival 
of the British. 

The English-speaking German 
said there were some wounded in 
a hospital farther up the street. 
“Any British?” we asked, but he 
didn’t think sO. 

German Put in Charge. 

“Took, you are responsible for 
the prisoners until our other troops 
arrive,” the British officer told the 
German, who suddenly beamed and 
saluted. 
“Good,” he said. “Now how 
many prisoners?” and he began to 
count them. 

“Take them back into the police 
station out of the rain,” we shout- 
ed.as we started for the hospital 
in the jeeps. 

There were only three cases in 
the hospital, a wounded Italian, a 
wounded German and a German 
who was sick, who demanded cig- 
arettes from us, glared and said if 
it hadn’t been for his being ill we 
never would have caught him, 
Two monks who spoke. French 
appeared. The older one said that 
all the Italian population had been 
evacuated and that the last Ger- 
man and Italian soldiers had left 
Barce the previous evening. 
As we filed out of the hospital 
we could hear the rumble of our 
tanks entering the other end of 
the town. Down the street two fig- 
ures walked toward us—a man and 
a boy. 

“Yes, we Italian, we the only 
Italian family that remained,” the 
older man said.

AST Tuesday, Sumner Welles 
L spoke at the Herald Tribune 

Forum, saying: “Surely we 
should not again resort to the pro- 
cedure adopted in 1919 for the set- 
tlement of the future of the world. 
We caniot afford to permit the 
basic issues by which the destiny 
of humanity will be determined to 
be resolved without prior agree- 
ment in hurried confusion by a 
group of harassed statesmen, 
working against time, pressed from 
one side by the popular demand 
for immediate demobilization and 
crowded on the other by the ex- 
igencies of domestic politics.” 
This important declaration means 
that the American Government will 
wish the United Nations to agree 
on the terms of an armistice which 
settles before the fighting ceases 
certain basic issues, such as the 
important frontiers of Allied and 
enemy states.

As one who served in a humble 
capacity on the staff of Col: House 
when he negotiated the armistice 
of 1918, I had an-opportunity to 
learn how profoundly true and 
wise is the position taken by 
Welles. It would be possible to 
show, if there were space here to 
demonstrate it in detail, how the 
failure to implement Wilson’s Four- 
teen Points in the actual terms of 
the military armistice made it vir- 
tually impossible for the subse- 
quent peace conference to make 
good the pledges of the Fourteen 
Points, 
One illustration may make this 
clear: Italy, then our ally, demand- 
ed that the armistice should per- 
mit her to occupy a line which, as 
regards Austria and the Yugoslavs, 
violated the Fourteen Points. For 
lack of the kind of prior agree- 
ment which Welles is asking for, 
the Allies granted Italf’s demand. 
Since possession is nine-tenths of 
the law, it never was possible after 
that to induce Italy to withdraw 
to the frontiers of the Fourteen 
Points. President Wilson’s attempt 
to force Italy back produced the 
Italian crisis which nearly wrecked 
and certainly made a bad hash of 
the latter stages of the peace con- 
ference. Wilson failed with Italy 
and then the moral credit of the 
victorious Allies was ruined; at 
the same time his attempt to press 
Italy produced the resentments 
which were exploited by the Fas- 
cists who later made Italy a rebel 
state and then led her tragically 
into the clutches of Hitler. 


Other cases could be cited to 
show that the crucial difficulty of 
1919 arose out of the failure to im- 
pose an armistice in 1918 which 
conformed to Allied principles and 
to their pledges. 

; = . * 
HIS does not mean that the 
plans of the whole postwar con- 
stitution of the world can or should 
be settled before the armistice, It 
does mean that the basic frontiers 
should be settled, because if they 
are not settled’ in advance, the 
armies of occupation will attempt 
to settle them by force in order to 
present the statesmen at the peace 
conference with accomplished facts 
which cannot be undone except by 
force. Frontiers are the first im- 
portant matters to settle before the 
armistice. Second, and of equal 
importance, are the terms of the 
military and political co-operation 
by which the Allies will adminis- 
ter the armistice. Third in impor- 
tance is agreement on the prin- 
ciples of admission and represen- 
tation at the eventual congress of 
peace, and a good understanding 
on its organization and procedure. 
If a prior agreement can be 
reached on those points, we shall 
stand on solid ground when it 
comes to determining how the mil- 
itariam of our enemies is to be 
liquidated,-and how justice is to 
be done to the war criminals and 
to their victims. We shall have 
achieved also that elemental sense 
of security without which we can- 
not hope for economic and social 
reconstruction, for the establish- 
ment of a bill of fundamental hu- 
man rights, and for the formation 
of an effective agency of world

For all these. things will 


take time and confidence and pa- 
tience to work out, and if the prim- 
itive issues of security are not set- 
tled swiftly and decisively at the 
moment of victory, they will cause 
a chaos of nationalistic and parti- 
san rivalries that will destroy all 
our hopes, 


Experience teaches us, I believe, 
that there are certain general prin- 
ciples which must guide us in ar- 
riving at the prior agreements 
which Welles has asked for. 
of these principles are already rea- 
sonably clear, 


One is that we must never forget 
how permanent is the influence of 
history and geography, and that 
we must make no settlements 
which defy these enduring reali- 
Thus a basic weakness of the 
Versailles peace was that it raised 
France to a place of power in Eu- 
rope which France, with her de- 
clining population and insufficient 
resources, was not able to exercise. 
Another was to make a European 
settlement at Versailles. in which 
Russia did not have her proper 
place as a great European power. 
Another was 
Polish state with frontiers which 
condemned Poland to inevitable 
and mortal conflict with her two 
much more powerful neighbors. 
Another was the attempt to deny 
that the peoples of the Danube 
valley are by their history and 
their economic and military geog- 
raphy bound together in one great 
community.

SECOND great principle which 
we have to bear in mind is 


pretend that the effective differ- 
ence between great powers and 
weaker ones does not exist. It does 
exist, and to pretend that it does 
not is to deceive no one and to 
confuse every ‘one, and to found 
the world order on a fiction. 

The League of Nations ‘was 
founded on this fiction, and we 
must not revive it. by attempting 
to conceal the fact that security 
must be organized upon the basic 
power of the great states. The 
only, hope of the survival of small 
states is in firm and friendly and 
beneficial agreements with the 
great power within «whose - orbit 
they live. Otherwise, they, will be- 
come the pawns of great power 
politics, the causes of great wars 
and the theaters of battle. A small 
state which interprets independ- 
ence to mean that it can play one 
great power off against another 
is doomed to disaster. This is the 
lesson of the long and tragic his- 
tory of Poland, and of the terrible 
experience of the succession states 
of the Danube valley, and of the 


Balkan nations.

FOURTH great principle: that

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Aids Foodless 
At Sea 22 Days 
Flyers Found Only 
Coconuts After 


Reaching Pacific 
Islands on Raft. -. 
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SOMEWHERE IN THE SOUTH 
PACIFIC, Nov. 23 (AP). 

IKUT. JAMES C. WHITA- 
KER, 41 years old, after 
22 days at sea in a seven- 
by-four foot life raft with two 
companions, sighted land early 
Wednesday morning, Nov. 11. 
Lieut. Whitaker, of Burlingame, 
Cal. and his companions were 
among the party of eight, headed 
by Capt. Eddie Rickenbacker, 
which was forced down at sea Oct. 
21 when the gasoline of their army 
plane was exhausted. 

The Lieutenant figured ‘they'd 
better get to shore as soon as pos- 
sible after sighting land. From 8 
a. m. to 2 p. m: he rowed the 
cumbersome raft shoreward. The 
water at the island’s barrier reef, 
however, was too shallow for row- 
ing so Whitaker and one com- 
panion, Lieut, John de Angelis, 
picked up the bow of the craft 
and dragged. it to shore—this with 
half an orange. apiece as their 
only food for 22 days. i 
“We got to shore all right,” said 
Whitaker, “but we landed on the 
windward side of the island so 
we dragged the raft across the 
atoll to the leeward side and rest- 
ed there, out of the wind.” 


First Food and Shelter. 

It was a relief to be under the 
trees. Whitaker found some cpoco- 
nuts which the three. broke: open. 
Food:.and shelter for the first 
time in 22 days. It had been cold 
on that raft when it rained and 
the sheltering palm trees were a 
blessing. — : 

“But then, -damned if it didn't 
rain.and we spent another cold 
night,” Whitaker said. 

The nextday: Whitaker took the 
raft and rowed about half a mile 
down the beach to a deserted hut 
but found nothing and came back. 
Friday morning found the three 
still in the brush, wondering 
whether the island was in Japa- 
nese hands,

The Problem of Fuel Rationing. 
‘To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE conversion of oil-heating. devices 

i to coal heating in this area should 
not be urged as a boon to the war effort, 
as is now the popular opinion, The rea- 
sons for this are as follows: 

1. Fuel must be delivered to homes 
in trucks. Since a pound of oil contains 
50 per cent more heat units than a pound 
of coal, less rubber is consumed in de- 
livery, if a given amount of heat is de- 
livered. To conserve on rubber, less 
bulk should be transported and more 
concentrated material used where prac- 
tical, ’ 

2. Anyone knows that you can’t shovel 
a ton of oil; it is pumped through a pipe. 
One man runs many pumps; therefore, 
he loads and transports more heat units 
per man, Coal consumes a vast amount 
of labor, digging and raising to the sur- 
face of the earth by labor and power- 
consuming mechanical means, A large 
percentage of coal transportation re- 
quires railroad cars in this area. The 
transportation of oil to the point of dis- 
tribution in this area is practically all 
through pipe lines. 

3. The point of distribution of oil for 
this area is the refineries across the 
river, Fairly large tank wagons, much 
larger in volume of heat units as com- 
pared to coal trucks, pick this oil up and 
deliver it on milk-wagon routes. about 
once a month to each home as against 
once every other day by the dairies. The 
milk-wagon routing conserves rubber 
since five or six deliveries are required 
per year by this method as compared 
with two or three deliveries of coal, 
but the coal truck requires a 100 per cent 
trip on each delivery. Will the Govern- 
ment allow additional truck, rubber and 
manpower miles used in hauling coal 
ashes? The answer probably should be 
Yes, and the 50 per cent hauling advan; 
tage of oil should be increased by the 
ash percentage of coal when truck trans- 
portation is considered. 

4. Stoker operation (the most econom- 
ical coal burnér) requires a pilot relay 
which burns coal two to four minutes 
per hour’ between times when heat is 
desired. The oil burner requires no pi- 
lot and consumes no heat units in main- 
taining operation between heating peri- 
ods. The coal fire is not put out in most 
cases between requirements. In mild 
months, pilot relays consume more heat 
' upits than does a burning fire to put 
heat into the house a small period of 
the day.

The will of the minority 
prevails on a proposition that means a negation of 
democracy in the eight poll-tax states; namely, the 
continued disfranchisement of 10,000,000 citizens, 
Negro and white, because they cannot raise the cash 
required for the exercise of their franchise. 

The House passed the bill on Oct. 13 by a vote of 
252 to 84, The measure had previously been held in 
committee for 20 months, and had been brought to 
the floor by a 250-to-85 vote of House members, The 
wil] of the majority prevailed in both these votes. 
But in the Senate, the majority was routed by a 
stubborn, ruthless and obstructionist minority. 
This minority blocked the poll-tax bill by every 
manner of time-consuming device. Its members 
brought up points of order and tricky parliamentary 
questions that tied the Senate in a snarl, They 
stayed away from the chamber so that, in the 
absence of a quorum, no business could be transacted. 
They forced quorum calls again and again, thus 
using up more time. They took up hours in revising 
the journals of previous sessions. Senator Bilbo of 
Mississippi bPazenly asserted he would use “my 
secret weapon—hot air’ against the bill, then began 
making a pointless, interminable speech and reading 
passages from books that had nothing to do with 
the subject. 

So democracy was defeated. The Senate is jealous 
of its right of unhampered debate, and has pur- 
posely made it difficult to shut off discussion by 
requiring a two-thirds majority for applying the 
rule ef cloture. The minority in this instance makes 
cunning use of the regulation set up for its protec- 
tion, It balks the will of the majority, and prevents 
adoption of a great step toward full political 
democracy that has been a crying need for years, 

Our enemies can be expected to make full use-of 
this unhappy episode to demonstrate their thesis 
that democracy is decadent and only dictatorship is 
an efficient means of government. 

The filibusters have provided some excellent 
ammunition for the Goebbels propaganda machine. 
America boasts that its citizens have the right of 
franchise, the Nazi spokesman can say, but 10,000,000 
of them are barred from voting. America boasts 
that its laws are made by majority vote of the 
people’s representatives, he can go on, but s80 
cumbersome are its parliamentary methods that a 
determined minority can dictate its will at any time. 
Therefore, from the Goebbels point of view, democ- 
racy has proved that it is helpless and worthless,

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SHOULD GAS RATIONING BE DELAYED? 

The movement in Congress, led by Representative 
Jed Johnson of Okhahoma, to delay the rationing 
of gasoline is, in our judgment, ill-advised. Even 
it we give the bi-partisan bloc credit for good inten- 
tions, it is hard to see how its plan would improve 
the situation. : 

Gasoline registration has been completed save for 
a few stragglers; automobile owners generally are 
ready to comply. They view gasoline restriction 
as necessary to conserve rubber for war purposes 
until a synthetic product can be produced and dis- 
tributed. They may not relish the prospect, but they 
are ready to do what circumstances require. | 

The rationing program will not be perfect when 
it starts, but the machinery is such as to allow for 
correction and improvement as needs and shortcom- 
ings make their appearance. These changes can 
“better be made after the rationing gets under way. 
In fact, only experience will show precisely what 
adjustments are in order. Special attention. will 
need to be paid to communities without adequate 
public transportation systems, 

Postponement of rationing would create much con- 
fusion, without bringing compensating benefits. The 
date has been set at Dec, 1. It should be kept. The 
sooner the country settles down to all the restric- 
tions necessary to win the war, the faster we will 
progress on every front.

With only three days intervening before the football teams of St. 
Louis and Washington Universities meet Thursday for the twenty- 
seventh time since the series started 42 years ago, only the lighest 
kind of work will mark the preparatory practices' at both schools. 
Neither Dukes Duford nor Tom Gorman will take any chances of 
injury to members of the two squads. 


For this classic, there is a great 
temptation to resort to figures as 
bases of comparison in the hope 
of shedding some light on the prob- 
able result. You know, the differ- 
ence in yardage gains, number of 
games won and lost, power on the 
ground and through the air and 
all that sort of stuff—stuff that in 
this especially wacky football sea- 
son has proved of no varie at all. 

Those figures, if used, would 
give the Bears such a paper advan- 
tage that it would seem good pol- 
icy on the part of the Billikens to 
concede defeat and not play at all. 
The Bears have won more games, 
they have gained more yards both 
by running and passing and they 
have an edge in the kicking depart- 
ment. 

The Bears defeated Drake, which 
team handed the Billikens a re- 
verse, and they won over the Mis- 
souri Miners by a greater margin 
than did St. Louis U. Strangely 
enough, against three other com- 
mon opponents—Creighton, the 
Oklahoma Aggies and Tulsa—the 
records of the two rivals are re- 
markably similar.

DIAGNOSIS: Maj. Rice certainly has advanced an excel- 
lent suggestion. The widespread use of the lie detector machine 
in munition plants and other critical departments of the Gov- 
ernment should be a great boon. This polygraph is an ingeni- 
ous machine which simultaneously records the heart action, 
blood pressure and breathing. Suppose we were to utilize it in 
the employment offices of a munitions plant. We would strap 
the prospective employe’s chest and arm; then ask him a few 
questions. The first queries might be casual requests for his 
age, nationality and marital status. Then we could insert a 
“key” question, such as: “Are you an agent of a foreign nation?” 
We might also inquire as follows: 
“Are you planning to commit sabotage in this factory?” 
“Do you expect to stea] plans or blueprints and sell them 
to the Axis nations?”

THE PROSPECTIVE employe will, of course, answer such 


leading questions with the word “No,” even if he is an alien 
spy or saboteur. But if he is telling an untruth, his heart and 
respiration rate will say “Yes,” for he cannot control his reac- 
tions. Since the lie detector can quickly be applied to an indi- 
vidual, it seems to be that Maj. Rice’s suggestion would be a 
very valuable way to insure the safety of our war plants. Hon; 
est American workmen need not worry about taking the lie 
detector test when they apply for a job. The fact that they 
are usually nervous and excited at the prospect of submitting 
to this strange machine, still will not upset its accuracy. 
x 2-2: 

ALL INDIVIDUALS are more or less fearful and tense when 
they are tested by the polygraph. But this generalized nervous- 
ness does not make an honest person’s heart and respiration 
rate show a “guilt” reaction. If you are telling the truth, there- 
fore, you never need fear the lie detector test. But if you are 
telling a fib, the polygraph will spot you at once. This machine 
is one of the best psychological devices for separating truth 
from falsehood. Our courts are employing its results on a wide 
scale. Uncle Sam might utilize it to even better advantage.

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 


IKE the man who ‘all his life 
L spoke prose but did not know 

it, so those of us who have 
occasion to refer to the District 
of Columbia—and who of us these 
days has not—are using Latin un- 
aware. 

Both “district” and “Columbia,” 
the latter being the poetical name 
for United States of America, are 
as Latin as Latin can be. 

The District of Columbia is so 
called in honor of Christopher 
Columbus, , Generally speaking, it 
ig understood to mean “territory 
belonging to the United States”; 
etymologically, however, it is some- 
thing else again. 

“Columbia” is Latin for “male 
dove or pigeon” and a figurative 
usage signifying, affectionately, 
“my dove.” The word “district” is 
from the Latin “distringere,” to 
draw asunder; it originally was 
land (drawn asunder from that 
contiguous to or surrounding it) 
over which the feudal lord ruled 
absolutely and oppressively.

It is controlled by the Congress, 
has no elective franchise and is 
co-extensive with Washington, 
famed of old as “first in war, first 
in peace, and last in the American 
League!”

FTER fluttering her expressive 
A hands through approximately 

500 movies, ZaSu Pitts, who 
has earned a fortune portraying 
slightly simple and continually be- 
fuddled characters on the screen, 
has at last turned to the legitimate 
stage. Starred in the role of 
Lutie Beagle, the Vermont spin- 


ster, who, with her sister, inherits: 


a New York detective agency, 
ZaSu is now touring the country 
in “Her First Murder,” the comic 
whodunnit now at the American 
Theater, 
Written especially for her, “Her 
First Murder” gives the film com- 
edienne ample opportunity for 
hand fluttering. The dilemma into 
which she is plunged as a small- 


town old maid seeking the solu- 
tion of a New York murder, in- 
volving a headless corpse, provides 
continuous excuse for her to go 
about moaning “Oh, dear. Oh, 
dear,” as. only ZaSu Pitts can 
moan in that plaintive voice of 
hers, 

“I had always thought I'd like to 
have a fling at the stage before I 
was through,” ZaSu said, “And 
when I read this play by Maj. 
Robert Presnell, who wrote the 
original film story of the success- 
ful ‘Meet Jahn Doe,’ I fell in love 
with the part of Lutie.” 

In reality a poised and gracious 
woman, ZaSu offstage inspires a 
feeling of old-shoe comfort. Mod- 
est and unassuming, most of her 
conversation hinges around her 
two children. Her son Don is 
now in the Army Air Corps. Her 
daughter Ann, a beauty at 20, is 
playing hooky from Stanford Uni- 
versity this quarter to accompany 
her mother on tour. 

“This play,” ZaSu said content- 
edly, “is giving me a satisfaction 
I never knew in all my 22 years 
in the movies. I love to hear peo- 
ple laugh, and to actually hear 
them laughing at me gives me a 
tremendous pleasure. You know, 
really, I've never thought I was 
the least bit funny. But I guess 
I must be. Anyway, I'm feeling 
much better hearing people laugh 
at me in this play.” 

Incidentally, it might be men- 


tioned that in ZaSu once lay the. 
' makings of a fine dramatic act- 


ress. In 1922, after she had por- 
trayed the tragic Trina in Eric von 
Stroheim’s “Greed,” von Stroheim 
called her “one of the greatest 
tragediennes of the screen.” Pho- 
toplay Magazine selected her per- 
formance as one of the six best 
of the year, and Paul Rotha, in- 
ternational film critic, wrote of 
her in his book on the movies: 
“Her acting under the control of 
von Stroheim has never been 
equaled by any other American 
actress at any time.” 


In those early years in the 
movies, ZaSu had several serious 
roles, including the tragic part of 
the wife who died in “Sins of the 
Fathers,” with Emil Jannings, but 
directors were then desperately in 
need of comediennes and ZaSu 
came to be relied upon for such 
roles as frightened housemaids and 
blundering telephone operators. 

Before long, she was typed. Her

Simple Simon stare and fluttery 
hands made her the most popular 
comedienne of the old silent days 
and when the talkies came along 
and that third comic element in 
her makeup, her plaintive voice, 
‘was added to the ensemble she was 
even more popular. No matter 
what lines were given her, they 
were funny as she uttered them. 
She needed no gags or jokes. 
Anything she said was good for 
a laugh. 

In 1930, ZaSu was engaged for 
the role of the mother in the fa- 
mous war movie, “All Quiet on the 
Western Front.” The picture was 
previewed in the studio and all 
might have gone well except for 
that fact that another picture in 
which ZaSu had taken a comedy 
role had been filmed just ahead 
of this. The audience had howled 
at the first picture and when she 
appeared in the second, they 
laughed again, even though ZaSu 
was portraying the role of a dan- 
gerously ill mother. 

“I was supposed to be dying of. 
cancer,” she said, “but they prac- 
tically split their sides.” 

The upshot of the thing was 
that an emergency meeting was 


called, and the scenes showing 
ZaSu in the mother role were re- 
shot with another actress. She 
never again appeared in a serious 
movie except as comic relief. 

Born in Parsons, Kan. ZaSu was 
carted off to California as a child. 
And it was while in her senior 
year in high school at Santa 
Cruz that her mother decided that 
ZaSu was going to have to help 
out with the family finances. 
Shaking and bewildered, the wide- 
eyed ZaSu made the 500-mile trek 
from Santa Cruz to Los Angeles 
and made the rounds of the 
studios, 

Then she went home to wait— 
and to hope that she would never 
have to go back, But three 
months later came a call from 
Paramount. ZaSu had a part in 
“The Little Princess” with Mary 
Pickford and her movie career 
was launched. ZaSu still remem- 
bers that early agony of being 500 


miles from home and alone in a. 


strange city. 

“It was to my mother’s ever- 
lasting credit that she pushed me 
into the trip,” she said. “I have 
had a wonderful and satisfactory 
life.

THERE ARE GOOD psychologic 
and economic reasons why tuber- 
culosis control must be active 
rather than left to the initiative 
of the individual. 

The psychological factor involved 
is that tuberculosis is an insidious 
disease which develops very slowly 
—usually without dramatic symp- 
toms that frighten the patient or 
make him go to a doctor. 

It also notoriously leaves the pa- 
tient rather cheerful. Every ten- 
dency is for the patient to put off 
an examination for slight ill health 
such as weakness, gradual loss of 
weight, chronic cough, pallor, 
anemnia and little afternoon fever. 

The economic factor augments 
this because the modern examina- 
tion for tuberculosis involves an 
X-ray, which the patient often re- 
fuses because it is too expensive. 

This is exactly what happened 
in the old days before tuberculo- 
sis case-searching. was instituted 
in our enlighten communities. 
When we depended upon the sick 
person to come in and have an 
examination, we found in 99 cases 
out of 100 that he came in too late 
and there were too many cases 
that did not come in at all.

The trenches were filled with 
equipment left by the Italians who 
had surrendered. I picked up a 
gun in a nice holster and tried to 
appear as if I were used to wear- 
ing it. Actually, I was scared the 
thing might go off, I had never 
shot a gun in my life and, with 
any luck, never will shoot one,

The Colonel and I parked our 


trench about 10 feet long. In the 
distance we heard a dull boom and 
then the swish of a shell feather- 
ing its way toward us. We dived 
into the shallow trench, lying flat. 
The shell whistled directly over 


plosion 300 yards beyond. us. We 
didn’t know it then, but this was 
the beginning of a three-day night- 
mare. More shelis came and all 


Sometimes the scream of them as 
they approached was uncertain 
and warbling, and that was bad, 
because we knew that they were 
about ready to drop. Some dropped 
quite close. They were 60-pound 
shells. 

One exploded near a truck some 

40 yards from us and the blast, 
in some inexplicable manner, took 
the air out of three of its.tires. 
Otherwise, the tires weren't 
touched, although the truck was 
riddled with shrapnel and shell 
fragments. We hupged the bottom 
of the trench and the shells kept 
coming for two hours. Then the 
British artillery which was about 
a mile to our rear, opened up, and 
we heard its shells whistling over 
us. Ridiculous as it seems, they 
passed one another as they went 
over our trench, and soon the 
firing was so heavy that the whin- 
ing of the shells almost obliterated 
the actual sound of the guns, 
The sun was very high now and 
the air quite still, The Colonel 
and I went to investigate some of 
the unoccupied trenches. Some of 
the things we found were very 
unpleasant, because there had 
been no time to bury all the dead. 
We also found a great many hand 
grenades. 
We heard the hum of airplane 
motors, and we looked up, waiting 
for them. They were R. A. F. 
airplanes, Blenheim bombers es- 
corted by ‘Tomahawks. They 
looked very beauutiful. They flew 
over us, heading for the place 
where that battery of Eyetie guns 
was located. Within a few min- 
utes we heard far-off crumphs and 
we knew that the Blenheims had 
found the guns. The airplanes 
came back looking very pleased 
with themselves. 

That night, patrols of Sikhs and 
members of the Southern County 
regiment went on patrol looking 
for trouble. The Sikhs faded into 
the night, their black beards and 
white turbans seeming to merge 
into the desert. 

In the morning the Sikhs and 
British patrols brought in more 
than a thousand prisoners. The 
Italians were a  sorry-pathetic- 
looking lot, absolutely weary and 
obviously glad to be out of it all. 

The German prisoners were very 
young, and they looked halt- 
starved. They were not the surly, 
arrogant prisoners one finds in 
Britain. They were utterly de- 
feated, not caring much what hap- 
pened to them. They also looked 
bewildered and, strangely enough, 
scared, It is rare to see a Hun 
who looks scared. In action he is 
a good fighter as long as things 
go according to plan and he has 
the benefit of his mechanical toys 
—tanks, armored cars and the like. 
But these Huns were definitely 
scared and bewildered. I talked 
to them and found that their be- 
wilderment was easily explained. 
Their officers had misled them. 
They had been taught to believe 
that their tanks were invincible, 
and yet they had seen the lighter 
American-made tanks put their 
massive dreadnaughts out of ac- 
tion. They had been told that they 
had air superiority, and then they 
had seen swarms of Tomahawks 
and Bostons and Marylands clear

They tried to keep their 
single file, flanked by armored 
cars. There were five of them 
burning now and the rest looked 
like bewildered beetles being at- 
tacked by some small, vicious but 
unseen insect. It lasted for one 
hour. I saw 10 tanks go up in 
smoke and then the Hun had 
enough. The surviving tanks 
crawled away painfully, slowly, un- 
certainly. Some limped badly and 
you knew that these were hurt. 

The shelling stopped, and a 
heavy, exhausted quiet descended 
upon the desert. We realized that 
we were limp with tiredness and 
the burning heat of the sun, Offi- 
cial reports came_in. The artillery 
had destroyed 15 tanks within four 
hours—a nice morning’s bag. We 
felt as though we had seen some- 
thing historic. We had seen Brit- 
ish mobile artillery, supported by 
nothing more substantial than our
